on his. primary victory. 




HUNTLEY stated that as the Senator was attempting 
to leave the hotel he, HUNTLEY, was clearing a path through 
the crowd and had occasion to push two males out of the way 
of Senator KENNEDY. As he pushed one of the men out of the 
way he felt a weapon under the man's suit coat and immediately

HUNTLEY advised that 
he is certain this Individual is identical to one of the two 
men he shoved out of the way of KENNEDY'S path at the Benson 
Hotel .

On 6/5/68 at 5:20 P.M., HUMPHREY*^ QHPg^O and ENRIQUE 
^ABA£Q personally appeared at the Cos“ Angeles Office 
'tile writer that they wanted to furnish information concerning 
captioned case. 

Mr. CORDERO and Mr. RABAGO were interviewed together 
arid stated that they had positively seen the individual appear- 
ing on the front page of the Los Angeles "Herald-Examiner and 
identified as the individual who assaulted ROBERT P. KENNEDY on 
the previous evening, 6/4/68, at the Ambassador Hotel. CORDERO 
and RABAGO stated that at approximately 8:30 P.M., 6/4/68, they 
had decided that they would drive to the Ambassador Hotel in 
order to observe the activities at KENNEDY'S campaign headquarters. 
CORDERO and RABAGO stated that they arrived at the Ambassador 
Hotffl in RABAGO' s car and parked approximately two blocks away. 
They stated that they walked to the Ambassador Hotel, arriving 
at the entrance to KENNEDY'S headquarters at some time between 
9:00 and 9:30 P.M. 

HUMPHREY CORDERO disclosed that he and his companion, 
RABAGO, were dressed in casual clothes and because of this 
RABAGO objected to their entering in that everyone else apparently 
was dressed in suits. CORDERO stated that he insisted that 
RABAGO accompany him and they entered together. CORDERO advised 
that approximately ten minutes after their entering he and 
RABAGO became separated in the large crowd at the campaign center. 

ENRIQUE RABAGO stated that approximately 15 minutes 
after arriving at the Ambassador Hotel and after becoming 
separated from his companion, HUMPHREY CORDERO, he went to the 
entrance to the Ambassador Hotel and stood on the front porch.

RABAGO stated that the individual in question continued 
on, indicating to him that KENNEDY did not care about anyone of 
lower economic status and merely sought to gain the presidency 
for personal. reasons. RABAGO stated also that SIRHAN appeared 
almost* belligerent on this point and at one time stated that 
KENNEDY wb.s going to "buy the presidency." 




Mr. RABAGO advised that after talking with SIRHAN 
for approximately four to five minutes HUMPHREY CORDERO came 
out onto the front porch to get him. 

HUMPHREY CORDERO advised that he observed his friend, 
ENRIQUE RABAGO, talking to an individual he now recognises to 
be identical with the individual described as the attacker of 
ROBERT F. KENNEDY on the front page of the Los Angeles "Herald- 
Examiner. CORDERO stated that he kept insisting to RABAGO to 
return inside the main hall but RABAGO refused stating that 
his clothes were not adequate enough to return. CORDERO advised 
that he, CORDERO, beckoned to SIRHAN who was also dressed 
casually and used him as an example that everyone was not 
dressed in suits. CORDERO stated that at this point SIRHAN 
said. We’re voters. We can go in there like this." CORDERO 
advised that at this point SIRHAN related an incident that had 
occurred to him earlier in the evening.

Room after Senator KENNEDY had been shot* In the television 
scene this individual had a blue package in hiB hand. KLEIN 
stated he would recognize this individual if he haw him again.

Ovmer, Granja Vista Del Rio Farms, 131200 Citrus Avenue, 
Norco, California, advised from' records and memory SIRHAN

On 6/5/68 at approximately It 30 p.m. the writer con- 
tacted District Director GEORGE C. ROSENBERG^ INS, to determine 
the availability of their files on thb SIRHAN faral ly . Mr . 
ROSENBERG advised that all informat I on\in his possession con- 
cerning the SIRHAN family was available\to the FBI to the point 
of removing the files from INS custody and taking them to the 
Bureau office. 

Mr. ROSENBERG stated that there was one problem in 
connection with the Bureau having access to the files at the 
moment. He said the Attorney General *s office had requested that 
a summary on the SIRHAN family was to be prepared by INS and Mr. 
ROSENBERG ' s orders were to prepare the summaries and dispatch them 
to Washington in the custody of a commercial airline pilot. 



In further conversation with Mr. ROSENBERG and in 
conveying to him the urgent need for the files by this Bureau, 
he made the file available on each member of the family as he 
completed dictation and arranged for the use of INS personnel 
and equipment to duplicate the file for FBI use. 



In view of the demand placed on Mr. ROSENBERG, the 
above arrangement appeared to be the most reasonable and ex- 
peditious for the benefit of this Bureau.

At approximately 4*00 p.m. Mr. ROSENBERG advised that 
he had received a phone call from the Commissioner's office, INS, 
Washington, D.C., advising him that that office had received a 
complaint from this Bureau to the effect that the Los Angeles 
office of INS was not cooperating. The writer explained to Mr. 
ROSENBERG that the statement apparently was not founded on fact 
In view of the arrangements which had been worked out. 
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Mr. ROSENBERG stated that having as many years of 
Government service as he has, that he can readily understand 
how misunderstandings may happen. He appeared to hold no 
animosity and took the entire matter as normal operating 
difficulties. 

It is noted that as the files were made available and 
duplicated, information was hand carried to the FBI office 
during the afternoon from approximately 2:00 p.mi. until $i30 p.m., 
when the last and largest file concerning MUNIR sfrtHAN had been

It Is also to be noted that after the suspect in the 
KENSALT case was identified, it took some time for INS to locate 
the files and deliver them to Mr. ROSENBERG'S office since several 
of the files were in the storage center in San Pedro.

At approximately 3:58 AM, I was in a conference room 
with COP TOM REDDIN, LA PD; DA EVELLE YOUNGER, Los Angeles County; 
EDWARD DAVIS, Deputy COP, LAFD; Inspector JON POWERS and MERT 
HOWE when there was a knock at the door. A uniformed officer 
advised Chief REDDIN that there was a call from the White House, 
at which time he excused himself. 

Upon his return. Chief REDDIN called me out of the 
conference room and told me that thje call was from Attorney 
General RAMSEY CLARK, who adVised Him that he was going to 
instruct the FBI to enter tpe investigation. 

CLARK reportedly told REpDIN that the reason for 
asking the FBI to conduct the investigation was not from a 
standpoint that there was criticism of the LAPD and their 
handling of this case but from the standpoint that it was 
felt the Federal Government should take some investigative 
action to make the people of the United States aware of the 
Government's interest in this crime.

I telephoned for Mr. DE LOACH at approximately 
10:15 A.M. this date and he was out. I then talked to Mr. 
ROSEN and pointed out there were inconsistencies in the 
instructions to the Los Angeles Office as to what the Bureau 
wanted in conducting this investigation. Ihey are: 

1. The FBI is to have a representative present 
during every pertinent interview.

2. An FBI representative is to be available at 



3. Ihe FBI Is to participate fully with the Police

4. Ihat FBI Agents are to "sit in" on all interviews 
with the subject by the Police Department.

Mr, ROSEN stated he was not in a position to make 
the final decision and when Mr. DE LOACH returned they would 
call. 

Mr. DE LOACH returned the call at approximately 
10:35 A.M. this date and advised as follows: 

He said these are the instructions of the Attorney 
General, the President and concurred in by the ^ i rector. We

have a somewhat minor violation involving the new voting 
right statute. The FBI is to handle all investigative leads 
possible. We are to determine whether there is a conspiracy 
involved. We are to interview the subject and all pertinent 
witnesses. We can either interview them alone or participate 
in such interviews with the LAPD. When the investigation is at 
the appropriate stage we are to submit per Bureau instructions 
a full and complete report on all pertinent factors involved in 
this matter. The report will be furnished to the President 
and the Attorney General, The FBI is to handle all out-of-state 
interviews. I should impress upon LAPD COP TOM REDDIN that we 
are not taking over the case from him but that we are going 
to conduct an investigation and that a report will need to be 
submitted to the Attorney General and the President. We should 
attempt to work closely with REDDIN. The above should be 
done and if there should be any problems we should advise the 
Bureau immediately. 

Mr. DE LOACH stated that the Attorney General had 
said the President wanted an FBI Agent present at all times 
while the subject was being interviewed or Incarcerated. I 
told him that to do so would require a physical surveillance 
on the part of the FBI Agents concerning the subject. Mr. 

DE LOACH stated he agreed and he had told the Attorney General we 
were not going to do it. The Attorney General repeated the 
President's request. I pointed out the subject had now been 
moved from the custody of the Los Angeles Police Department 
at Police Headquarters to the Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
jail where he was being afforded maximum security. I pointed 
out that If we had an Agent present at the jail observing the 
prisoner by necessity he would have to be sitting in all 
probability in the hallway in the cell block looking into the 
cell or he would need to keep company with the jailer. It 
was agreed this would not desirable. 

Mr. DE LOACH stated we should have a minimum of two 
Agents at the Police Department for any emergency and to be 
fully advised at all times as to what is transpiring and to 
protect our Interests and to participate In any pertinent 
Interviews. In addition we should get a duplicate of the log 
of any records maintained by LASO concerning the subject, 
what he did of pertinency or what he had to say, visitors, 
etc. In addition an Agent should be nearby or present at 
least during the next few days so that he might make his own 
notations or log pertaining to anything of interest concerning 
the subject. I assured him we would have an Agent at the

subject's place of Incarceration so that we would be fully 
informed at all times of anything that transpired that was 
pertinent. 

He stated pursuant to my question again posed to 
him that we should interview the subject if there is a question 
of legal procedure on other related problems they should 
immediately be communicated to the Bureau.

Upon closing I mentioned to Mr. DE LOACH that whenever 
the Police Department developed a new facet in the investigation 
it quickly appeared in the news media.

The investigation of the shooting of Senator KENNEDY, 
upon the closing of the ECC, would revert back to a 
"routine" investigative matter. In connection therewith, 
all telephonic complaints received by the LAPD would be 
handled in a normal manner in that they would be referred 
by the Business Office to the Rampart Division, Detective 
Bureau, for "routine" handling. In addition, the Detective 
Headquarters Desk at the LAPD maintains a skeletal force 
only during the nighttime hours. It would be the responsibility 
of that force of detective personnel to pursue any information 
received which was deemed important enough to check out 
immediately. — - - - 
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In the opinion of Inspector POWERS, it ie 
highly improbable that any investigation with the results 
of this nature would be undertaken by personnel at the 
Detective Headquarters Desk during the nighttime hours, 
but would probably be referred to detective personnel 
on duty at the Rampart Division, Detective Bureau. 

In accordance therewith, it is suggested 
that consideration be given to maintaining liaison 
with Rampart Division Detective Personnel. It Is further 
recommended that in view of the foregoing, it would 
probably not be necessary to maintain agent personnel 
personally on duty with the detectiye personnel subsequent 
to 8:00 a.m., 6/7/68. 

It is further pointed out that Inspector 
POWERS advised that the results of all investigation conducted 
by the police department regarding Interviews by police 
personnel would be made available to the Los Angeles 
Division at such time as they can be typed. He pointed 
out there would be some delay due to the large volume 
of typing to be done. Further delay is anticipated 
due to a request made by the Office of the Los Angeles 
County District Attorney that pertinent interviews be 
expedited for use of prosecutive authorities in preparing 
a Grand Jury Indictment against SIRHAN SIRHAN, 
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
